Of the thousands who are daily being vaccinated 
in this city but avery small percentage of them 
understand the process by which the =vaccine is 
obtained. 

A journal reporter in searchyof'some tacts con- 
cerning the preventive of smallpox, found what 
is known as the ‘‘yaccine farm’’ on the top floor 
of D. J. Young’s livery stable on Mott street, o 
posite sanitary- headquarters. 

Twenty young calves, ranging in age from six to 
ten months, stood grazing on a platform raised a 
few inches {rom the main door, while in a large 
square reom fronting on Mott street, lying on a 
bench especially adapted forthe purpose, was a 
large, healthy calf, securely strapped ou its back. 

Larcet in band, 'Dr. E. L Pardee, who has mada 
aspeciaity of the vaccine business for twelve 
years and is regarded as the most skiilfal iv that 
line, was diligently scraping the thighs of the calf 
till twelve bright red spots, dach’of the circumfer- 
ence Of asiiver doliar, were visible. Virus, ob- 
tained from another calf which had been vacci- 
naied about a week before, wasthen mixed by 
rubbing it in with the fresh blood exposed by the 
rece nt scarifications, and the calfeyas vaccinated. 

“In a week from now,’’ said Mr. Pardee, “if the 
virus takes allright, I can fill two hundred points 
(or quills) from this calf, whizh will furnish suffi- 
cien t vaccine to vaccinate eight hundred per: 
sOnS.

«Papa, please tell us astory. Tell ussome 
thing about runaway niggers.” 

I had almost forgotten that there ever was 
gs runaway nigger. Good gracious! what a 
long time ago it was. Here is a whole gener- 
ation of people under thirty years of age who 
know nothing about slavery. It is seldom 
that we old folks talk about it to our children. 
We tell them frequently of our frolics with 
the little darkies, and how good old Aunt Peg- 
gy was to us and how we used to hunt with 
Big Ben and Virgil and Uncle Sam, and we 
repeat some of the ghost storie they used to tell 
us, and all that but the idea of slavery hardly 
ever comesin. These darkies al) belonged to 
the family and just lived with us. That is 
all. We were all bunched together, and it was 
understood that when one of the boys got mar- 
ried end set up for himself he was to have lit- 
tle Dave and Buck and black Dan and Aunt 
Bally, for he had alweys’ claimed 
these and they had always claimed him. And 
Miss Tavy had picked out her vassals in her 
early childhood and nobody need lay any 
claim or expectation io Tip or Sindaor Beck 
for they were to be hers and they knew it 
and were proud of it and took a peculiar in- 
terest in the young men who “come flying 
around Miss Tavy.’”’ ‘They even dared to 
venture their counsel and were loud in their 
praise of their favorite. This was right, and 
it was natural, for while she was choosing her 
lord they were choosing a master, and a har- 
moniocus cheice was a good thing all round. 
Old Aunt Peggy was an oracle in her way. She 
wae little and old and wrinkled, and smoked 
her pipeinthe chimney corner and néver 
talked much. Butshe sat and swayed back- 
ward and forward and listened to the children 
—the black and the white. She called them 
al) children ifthey were under fifty. Bat 
ever and enon she would give a grunt orshake 
her head and say “dat won’t do, my chile.

Mecbeth consulted the witches and they made 
their charms by seething that horrible gruel 
meade of frogs and lizzards and owls and bats 
end adders’ tongues and goats’ and a 
Turk’s nose and a tartar’s lips and other un- 
palatable things, and then cooled it down and 
settled it with a baboon’s blood. Those old 
lime negroes would have made asp 
witches if there had been any witch 
roto. It suited their nature and suits it yet.

I prevailed on the old gentleman 
once to let me see the inside of that bag and 


lake an inventory. Lesides nearly every» 
thing that Shakespeare named, he had every 
curious bug he cou'd find. Betty bugs and 
June bugs and tumble: bugs and the devil’s 
riding horse and the deviil’s darning needle 
and # green snake anda thousandleg and a 
lot ot herbs,such as hemlock and jimpson 
weed ardsnekercot. He assured me that he 
had to use all there things in the very bad 
eases he came across in his extensive practice. 
But the children wanted a story about run- 
awey viggers. Well, | never saw a runaway 
nigger. Thatis, while he wasearunawnay. | 
have scen them after they were caught or 
come in of their own accord. We boys and 
girls used to be awfully afraid ofthem. They 
were classed amorg our very worst bo ozgera, 
such as bearsand panthersand Indians and 
hosts. Children were always on the lookout 
or one when they were going through 
lonely woods. Sometimes we found a hogbad 
where an old sow had littered her pigs and 
we pronounced ita runaway’s bed and got 
ewey from there with celerity. Toey were 
very scarceinthetregion. Ido not remem. 
ber but one end he was suddenlyd cured of his 
propensity, for when he came back home his 
master run bim off egain and made him stay 
in the woods until he was properly humbled 
and begged to siay at home, | never thought 
that | should have a runawsy nigger, bui | 
did. Our colored household were, as I thought 
devoted to us and | knew that we were devoted 
tothem. Our maid servant, Mary, had nurs< 
ed allot our firat children and they loved 
her. A neighboring genileman owned her 
husband and as he was a high strung darkey 
they did not get along harmoniously. One 
right he took to the woods, or somewhere else 
om pide and hestayedthere. In course of 
time. bis master cot tired of this andoflered s 
reward, but the reward did not seem to catch 
him. The police frequented my premises by 
night, for they suspected that Mary hars 
bored him,andsodid il, but still Anderson 
could not be found. i didn’t like the darkey 
but Mary was faithful and kind, and she 
begged me with tears to buy Anderson. So 
I interviewed bis master and bought him— 
bought him in the wrod, and that night when 
I went homeand told Mary that Anderson 
was minesheclapped ber hands for joy, and 
went out hurriedly and in ten minutes came 
back with Anderson who was émiling and fat 


with his Jong rest under the fodder in my sta- 


ble loft.

Tip deserves a pension 
from somebody and I wish I was able to give 
bimone. But Tip knows there is a home for 
him at my house whenever he is homeless. 
There are thousands -of white men whose 
chances for heaven aré not so good as Tip’s.

They used to simg that song an 
pick the music on the banjo. They used to 
dodge and flank the patrol like the smugglers 
or the moonshiners dodge the revenue laws. 
They enjoyed the peril of it, and sometimes 
would go on a night excursion without a pass 
rather than ask forone. if they planned to 
rob a henroost or an orchard or a watermelon 
patch, it was better to have no pass, 80 a3 to 
prove an alibi. ‘Let Dick pass to his wile’s 
house at Jim Dunlap’s and stay till Monday 
morning.’ That was Dick’s passport 
and protection, but Dick must keen 
in the road, an not go skylarking over 
the settlement. Nevertheless the 
petty stealing would happen and so a law was 
passed making itacrime for a white man to 
buy chickens or produce from a negro without 
an order from his master. My uncle bought 
ten chickens from a darkey one Saturday 
pight and they happened to be stolen and the 
fellow who lost thei: reported it to the grand- 

ury and those chickens cost my unc:« twen'y- 
five dollars. If{they had not been stolen it 
would have been all right and no harm done. 
The negroes stole little things then just like 
they donow. They erjoyed it. It was their 
nature. They were not hungry. I have knowa 
them torobean orcherd and five the itruit 
away. The best negro would carry something 
contraband to his wife’s house Saturday night 
if he could getit. But the clever, industrious 
negroes had no fear ofthe patrol. The patrol 
knew a!] in their beat and never asked a good 
negro for his pass. The patrol was made up 
of the best citizens in the naborhood—and 
they took it time about in doing night duty in 
theiv- 


their own vicinity— when 
ing got bad they went out 
frequently and raised a big racket and 


the mean darkies caught it bad. But when 
everything was quietthey would mot go out 
oncea monih. Sometimes-the darkies made 
narrow escapes end would jump the back win- 
cow-when they spied the patrol coming, and 
then therace wastotbe swift, sure enough, 
and the o!d song came in: 

‘Nun, nigger, run, de patrollercatch you

From the Eiberton, Ga., Leader. 
The beautiful little valley at the coni{luence 
of the Broad and the Savannah is the site of 
Old Detersburg. Here 


in the time of our 
grendparents flourished a consid rhble little 


town. Atthistime, however, every vestige 
of its former existence, except a few half 
filled old cellars and covered-over wells, has 
cisappearcd. The first mention madein bhis- 
tory of this place is about the year 1774. 
There was then a stronchold here ior defense

In the faney of the settlement e tinkero 


pots and kettles by the name of Stokes came 
down f ne of the northern states and se 
athop here. From the men stationed at 
the fort: famiiies coming here for refuge he 
received his first patronage. By these his 
business was circulated,and his reputat on 
steadily increared till at length “Mr. Stokes’ 
shop” wes known far and wide. His patron- 
egecontinuipg to increase and likewise his 
purse, Mr. Stokes at length conceived and put 
into execution the idea of setting up asma 
store. 

His little undertaking prospered, his store 
thrived aud as itthrived heenlarged it, and 
as he enlarged it his patronage increased and 
extended titlatlength his little store had 
grown to be a large establishment. There 
was no other store for many miles around, and 
Mr. Stokes received now almost the entire 
trade of a large extent of country. 

Seeing Mr. Stokes succeed so well others 
now setup in the place. These likewise suc- 
ceeding, others still setup. A. regular tide 
seemed to strike the place; it rose rapidly aud 
came soon to be of considerable importance. 
The inhabitants now thought Fort James a 
name not townlike enough for the place and 
charged it to Petersburg. 

Mr. Stokes, who seemed to be the vital 
principle of the town, continued to rise end 
as he rose Petersburg did likewise. Iie 
scemed, indeed, to be not only the leader in 
the mercantile province, but in fashion, in 
the church and everything. However he did, 
the other inhabitants followed. 

Mr. Stokes and his town continued to rise 
till about the year 1320, when Petersburg had 
got to be a considerable place, boasting about 
forty stores. It was now the pride of northern 
Georgia. It had, however, attained its zenith. 
Mr. Stokes now began to decline in prosperi- 
ty,in spirit and in fame, and Petersburg,like a 
ballthatis thrown upward and reached its 
summit, remained at astandstill a moment 
end then turned downward, One store now 
shut down, shortly after another, quickly 
following a third, and so on every succeeding 
interval beingless than the preceeding, like 
given distances passed through by a falling 
body, and Petersburg was indeed like a de- 
scending stone. 

Like Kome, she had felt the pride of superi- 
ority. The three opposite villeges—Vienna, 
onthe South Carolina side ofthe Savanuah 
river; Lisbon, on the south side of Broad river, 
and Petersburg between the two rivers—had 
long feltasecret rivalry,and Petersburg had 
ellialong ieltthe prideof supremacy. Like 
proud Rome, however, she had been unabie to 
bold ber lofty footing and was now unlo.sed 
and rapidly declining. 

Mr. Stokes continued to decline, and at 
length was obliged to give up everything he 
bad to creditors, Being brought to sherift’s 
exle, however, his stock was boughtin for him 
by his nephew, Wake Stokes, and he was al- 
lowed stil] to continuetosell. Every store in

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the place but his was now shut down. 
Finally in _— the year 1854 
he was sold out permanently 


and bi Every inhabitant had 
now leit Petersburg but Mr. Stokes and he 
did long survive his store. Thus with the 
last breath of Mr. Stokes went out likewise 
the laet breath of old Petersburg. Thus we 
ste thet Mr. Stokes, the primus mobilis of 
Petersburg, wes its mainspring throughout; 
with him rose, flourished and fell Peters- 
burg.

Shortly atter Oglethorpe’s arrivai in Geor 


gia he entered into an agreement with tho 
kings and chiefs of the Creek nation whereby 
the latter ceded to the trustees of the new col: 
ony a complete title to all the lands between 
the Savannah and Altamaha rivers, extend- 
ing wes to the extremity of the 
tidewater, and including al) the 
islands from Tybee to St sSimons 
except Hussopee, now known 28 Oasabaw, 
Cowleygee (St. Catharine’s) and Sapelo,which 
were regerved for the purposes of hunting, 
bathing and fishing, and excepting, also, the 
strip of land between Pipemakers and Pally- 
chucklee (now Musgrove) creeks, reserved for 
an encampment when they came to visit their 
friends in Savannoh. 

In the year 1747 Mary, a descendant of on 
of the micos or kingsot the Uchee Indians, 
and the wife of Thomas Bosomworth, an un- 
worthy clergyman ofthe Engli-h church and 
acraity and ambitious man, instigated by 
her husband, asserted a claim to all 
these reserved lands. As a founda- 
tion for this position and to 
strepgthen euch natural rights as she possess- 
ed by virtue of her ancestry, Bosomworth had 
previously induced the chief of the Creek 
nation to unite in a conveyance to himeelf and 
wife, giving to them, their heirs and assigns, 
‘‘as long as the sun shall shine, or the waters 
run in the rivers, forever,’ the territory de- 
ascribed.

FREB TRADB WITH MBXICO, 


Mexican Papers Discussingthe Advisabli- 
ity of Such a Course, 

City or Mexico, October 17.—Cabinet and 
congressional discussions of tariff reform 
measures give rise to many rumors. The 
recent editorial article in the Boston Herald 
has been translated and produced here, cre- 
ating much comment. The editorial in ques- 
ticn hints the lean to Mexico might be raised 
in the United States. The government of the 
latter country guaranteeing the 
interest thereon consideration of 
certain trade concessions. The 
El Nation, commenting on the editorial, de- 
mands of the official journal of the govern- 
mentan explanation of the current rumors 
that Mexico is debating free trade with the 
United States. A scheme for free trade bo- 
tween the two republics, the United States to 
pay Mexico $15,000,000 annually, is being 
islked up. The European mercantile inter- 
ests are opposed to the preject, taking the 
ground that such a treaty with the United 
States would destroy all European importing 
business. Among the Americans the plan is 
thought to be a wise one, as it would lead to a 
great increase in trade, opening up the entire 
Mexican market to American manufactures 
and bringivg the two countries into very in- 
timate and friendly relations. The Mexican 
editors who recently traveled in the United 
States believe in a closer commercial connec- 
tion with that country.

The quickness of suspicion 
and action, in the case of a man whose repu- 
tation had been good, was due ta the fact that 
he had given bond to the firm for honesty and 
his bondsmen were one of 
the several guaranty and fidelity 
companies that have lately come into use 
herein New York. These concerns insure 
employers against loss through the thefts of 
employes, and relieve the latter of the often 
difficult task of finding available friends to 
take the risks. Notlessthan 6,000 men are 
already bonded in this way by the companies, 
among whom brisk rivalry has already arisen. 
he ame . . 
Visits to their offices show large premises and 
numerous clerks, indicating far mors labor 
than would be requisite for merely making 
out the papers and dealing with the custom- 
ers uptothe point of completing the bonds. 
The explanation is that the most elaborate 
system of watching the insured man, and 
registering their habits, isin operation; and 
already the extent and thoroughness of the 
espionage has become an acute nuisance to 
its subjects. To feel that his every action 
may be under surveillance by aspy is annoy- 
ing in many cases wherein the man is well 
behaved, and much dislike of the new order 
of things has developed, but there is no es- 
cepe, because the existence of the companies 
provides so reasonable an excuse for inivid- 
vals to decline to be bondsmen that there is 
bO e&cape. 

Reilroad employes, bank clerks, court offi- 
cers and all sorts of financial officials are chief- 
ly the men inyolved. Before making the 
bonds the persons’ characters are investigated 
as fully as possible; but thatis no complete 
protection, for one company has already lost 
$10,000 through Paying Teller Charles A. 
Hinckley, of the West Side bank, and Teller 
F. J. Dieterichs, of the Laclede bank, St. 
Louis, both of whom were above reproach, 
and one seemingly pious. The preference is 
for employes. of institutions subject 
to state investigation annually 
rather than the handlers 
of money for privete firms. Nearly all the 
men in the New York postoffice and over half 
those in municipal offices of finance are now 
included in the risks. The charges range 
from a hal{toone percent on the amount of 
insurance. Theprincipal business is detoect- 
ive. Every insured person is watched, and 
very closely, too, ifthe slightest looseness is 
observed. In the instance of Clason Graham, 
a detective reported that he was 
becoming a lounger about town -_— att 
night, and apparently was spending 
more income than his salary could provide. 
At the moment when ‘he cashed the big check 
aspy had bim insight,and did not auit him 
until be took the cars. Then the detective 
telegraphed tothe company that he was going 
to go, too,and would look for orders at Spring- 
field, where the train would inake its first 
stop. Hasty inquiry of Spencer, Trask & Co. 
brought outthe fact that Graham was ab- 
sconding with $26,000, and word was wired to 
Springfield to arrest him. 

A feature ol the new business is a registry, 
called the “list of umreliables,’”’ in which the 
perticulars of eyery obtainable case of pra 
ble oY actusl micdemg Ly au insured man are 
noted. The books of one establishment con- 
tain about 20,000 names, another 14,000, and 
there are not less than 50,000 altogether thus 
recerded, comprising railroaders, bankers, 
public cflicials and other fiduciaries. The 
amount ot money stolen by trusted employes 
is not dreamed of by the public, as proved by 
ibe aggregate of nearly $500,000 paid trom one 
cilice. But the bonded men are aware of their 
positions, and a consciousness of being under 
scrutiny hes become one of the common sen- 
eations of their lives.

They established 
big eredit on Spiro’s. fortune and bought 
perhaps $40,000 worth of of various 
hovees in Texas and St. Louis. Among their 
creditors were Oppenheimers, of San Antonio, 
and severe! of the largest houses of that city. 
While the collection of Spiro’s German legacy 
was under way, that individual was devoting 
his leisure course in planning the erection of 
agorgeous Masonic temple.

All his plans were 
shattered yesterday by the unexpected arrival 
cf Anton Oppenbeimer, of San Antonio, who 
proceeded to levy an attachment 
on the wel! filled warebouse 
of Spiro & Co.

The wily 
men hed been sleeping across the river in 
Piléras Negras, Mexico, tor several nights, 
end when he learned of Oppenheimer’s arrival 
he did not come across. It is thought he has 
no less than $15,000 cash with him.

THE BNGLISH LIBBSRALS AGAIN 
REPORTED DISORGANIZSD. : 


The Evvlish Caempa‘gn, and the Parties Bpgaged in 
it—American Pian in English Politicse—The 
Freneh Eléections--The Bastern Rebel: 
lion—Boyocotting in Ireland, etc. 


Loxpox, October 17.—Prime Minister Salis- 
bury has already got tne tory party in 
thcrough campaign trim. At the opening of 
the csnvess the conservatives were in an ap- 
parently hopeless minority as against the 
united liberal factions. These factions were 
at the time indulging in asort of go-as-you- 
please campaign, and committing themselves 
to all kinds of isms. Gladstone was at this 
time enjoying his vacation in Norway. The 
people supposed that when he should return 
snd blow his bugle blast, the liberals would 
cease’ their bickerings and close 
up their ranks in _ solid array. 
He returned and ‘gave his trumpet 
call. It was followed by an*unmistakable ces- 
sation of the noise of quarrels among his fol- 
lowers, but the ranks did not close up. In- 
vestigation showed that fhe faction leaders 
had gone too far with pledges, and that many 


of them could not decently recant and submit 
to the narrower policy adopted by the great 
Jeaders. Besides, the great leaders were 
querreling among themselves concerning the 
principles to be advocated in the campaign. 
Gledstone came to the rescue, and 
proposcd a grand arbitration scheme. 
bis was the appointment of a campaign 
committee of twelve honorable gentlemen, 
three to be elected from each of the four rep- 
resentative liberal] elubs of London, in order 
that all shades of liberal opinion might have 
representation. This committee was given 
power to choose between liberal candidates in 
ell cases where several were dividing by con- 
testing the same constituency, and voters 
were instructed to support the candidates ap- 
proved by the arbitrators. 
THE LIBERAL CAMPAIGN, 
~ For over a week everything went well, The 
ci mmittee dida greatdeal of work. Its de- 
cisions were respected by the rejected candi- 
cates, But for several days past °a different 
state of aflairs has been developed. Such a 
number of provincial candidates have abso- 
lutely refused to abide by the decisions 
ofthe committee that the trouble has. be- 
come serious, On this account the meeting 
wes recently held here of delegates from all 
premirent and metropolitan liberal clubs. 
At the meeting a second and special arbitra~ 
tion committee was appointed to adjust the 
troubles growing out ofthe refusals to abide 
by the decisions of the larger general commit- 
tee. This special committee at present con- 
sists of Lord Hartington, leaderoithe whigs, 
Joseph Chamberlain,- leader of the radicais, 
Samuel Marley, moderate,and Sir.llenry James 
attorney-general under ‘ladstone. It was 
calculated that no liberal candidate 
would have the temerity to stand out against 
e decision of beth committees, and that be. 
ween them they would beable to gradually 
iminate all elements of disunion from the 
But the result bas shown that Glad- 
1as adopted but a very awkward imita« 
of the American caucus system. His 
caucus assumes to say what shall remain in 
the lists long after they are all made up, and 
its decisions are frequently made when it is 
lutely too late to secure odedience to 
If these committees had been given 
selection of candidates in the 
place, no candidates would 
be soliciting liberal votes 
except thoze endorsed by Gladstone. As it is 
we fird his caucus brought into being after 
the candidates are all in, Making many ex 
post facio decisions, ordering popular men,

deeply pledged and far advanced in their 
campaign work, to ignobly retire. The ra- 
sult is, of course, that numbers ot these candi- 
dates refuse to accept the caucus decisions 
and persevere in their candidatures.

THE IRISH CAMPAIGN. 
Parnell’s management of his Irish cam- 
paign has been more closely imitative of 
American methods and correspondingly more 
successiul. Hie caucus selects the candidates 
who shall be privileged to solicit the league 
otes. It Parnell permitted any number of 
ishmen to put thomselves forward as na- 
ionalist parliamentary can:lidates in Ireland, 
nd after all these gentlemen had secured fol- 
ving, and given pledges, formed a caucus 
expel certain of them 
the canvass on the 
simple ground ofthe party expediency, the 
campaign would completely shatter and dissi- 
patehis power. l\etthis very thing is what 
Gledstone is at present attemptingin Eng- 
lend. Lemay, of course, eucceed—English- 
men being more submissive than Irishmen, 
But there cannot be any doubt that disunion 
at present prevails largely in the liberal 
arty. 

The publig.@eclaration of Cardinal New- 
man concerning the established church is 
really one ofthe most extraordinary occur- 
rences of the campaign. He advises Catho- 
lics to assist the conservatives in maintaining.

cure alliance with the Irish party. 

THE TORIES. 

Thetory political agents throughout the 

nuntry generally report more favorable pros- 
pect for their party. They do not predict vic- 
tory, the sum of their assurance is that in no 
event can the liberals win by large majorities. 
The conservative party leaders are so convince. 
ed of this that Marquis of Salisbury, has, 
it is said, decided to adopt an extra. 
ordinary course. He will, it is said, 
continue in office, even if the liberals obtain 
a mejority in the next parliament, unless the 
msjority 1380 large asto show a very strong 
rublic verdict against the govornment, until 
defeated by a vote in the new house. 

The executive branch of the Irish govera- 
mentis makinga most determined effort to 
check, through operation of ordioary laws, 
the extensive system of boycotting 
which has been revived in Ireland. 
The long list of prosecutions which are every 
day published, show the activity of the police. 
In all cases wherein good evidence is procur- 
able against them, boycotters are summoned 
and committed to trial, or bound over to keep 
the peace. License is revoked of every keeper 
of a public house, who is proven guilty of re- 
fusing supplies to persons under the boycot- 
ter’s law. So many publicans have already 
losttheir licenses on this account that the 
league now exempts publicans from 
obedience to boycotting order. Al- 
though in all other respects 
this method of punishing persons is pro- 
nounced objectionable the organization is 
putsued unchecked. So cilensive has boycot- 
ting become that the government has de- 
termined to revive the “white boy act.” The 
“white boys’? of Ireland performed their 
work at night. and mas jueraded ia white. 
The act inflicts seven years’ penal servitude 
on persons found guilty of menace or con- 
spiracy sgainst the peace, person or property 
of loyalists in Lreland.

As many as eight hundred penni 
less and starving Polish exiles have been in 
the custody of the committee at one time. 
The German newspapers are bscoming 
thoroughly arcused on the subject, and mos$ 
of them, without regard to party affiliations, 
at present protestagainstethe barbarity and 
inhumanity of the expulsion, and describe it 
as an outrage that must evoke the indignation 
of the entire worfd. 

Vienna, October 17.—In the lower house of 
reichstrath, today, (ount Von Taafe, presi- 
dent of the council, stated that Austria had 
asked Trussia to explain the expulsion of 
Austrian Poles from the latter country, 
end that Prussia had replied 
that she regarded the expulsions as purely an 
internal offair. The Prussian government 
promised, however, to favorably consider ex- 
ceptional cases and to allord persons expalled 
facilities for settling their private affairs. 
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BO YCOTTING IN IRELAND. 


Effoits Made by the Government to Stop

Cokx, October 17.—The cattlemen are levy.

In purtuance of the government plan forthe 
suppression of boycotting two hundred re 
epectable inbabitants of Stradally, 
county of Queens, have been 
arrested. The Dublin branch ofthe national 
league sent a lawyer to detend the prisoners, 
but the magistrate before whom they were 
brought convicted all ofthem and ordered 
them to find sureties for their good behavior. 
The defendants elected to go to prison rather 
than furnish bail. The magistrate hesitated 
to commit them, and finally gave them a fort- 
night in which to consider the matter.

The Czar of Russia Orders an Emancipation 
Celebration.

Hehas issued an ukase, dated at 
Fredenborg, for a general celebration on 
March 3 next, the twenty-fifth anniversary 
of the emancipatiorr of serfs in Russia. Prep- 
arations had already begun for very extensive 
celebrations of thisevent in meny parts of the 
empire. The czar, it is stated, found good 
reason to suspect thatthe celebration was to 
be made use fora general nihilistic rising, te 
be organized by the stuients of Kief, St. Pe- 
tersburg end Moscow, and on this account is-

All through the Ohio campaign John 
Sherman blatantly proclaimed that the dif- 
ference between the actual southern voting 
population and the number of votes cast 
was the result of fraud or intimidation. 

Itisa peor rule that won’t work both 
ways. If it is fair to presume that thesouth- 
ern voters who did not vote were corrupted 
or bulldozed, itis also fair to presume that 
the northern yoters who remained away 
from the polis were timilarly treated.

As long as buman interests conilict, 
there will be conflict, As long as drink 
maddens, passion blinds, cupidity tempts, or 
jealousy infuriates, so long will there be 
wounding and slaying of men—in the south, 
as in the north and east and west. 

- Bat we do claim that the south is not worse 
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north or the west. We have before us yes- 
terday’s Coxstitrrion, carrying the story of 
a cey’scrimes. In the south we find that a 
negro was henged for murder in Georgia, 
and a man killea by his neighberin a quarrel 
in Alabsma. That is the sum total of south- 
ern crime, naturally more Closely reported 
in Tur Coxstitc1ion than crimes in the dis- 
tant north and weet. But the same paper 
shows the followivg list of crimesin those 
sections: In Jowa a man murders his brother, 
with the murdered man's wife standing by 
and contentipg; at Dyersville, in the same 
stete, nine unborn babies were fished out of 
a pond; in Pennsylvania, two aged brothers 
were murdered for money; in Nebraska, a 
men is charged with murdering his brother’s 
wife and davuchters, and then killing him- 
seli; in New York state, Patrick Hardy clab- 
bed his wife to death; in Indianapolis, John 
W. Coffee was hanged for two murders, hay- 
ing buried his victims in the housein which 
be killed them. 

This history of a day might be repeated ad 
nauseum, Our poor human nature is bad 
enoughin all sections of the country, and 
should make us forbear with each other.

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EARLY TEMPERANCE REFORM,

The first restrictive liquor law passed in 
New Englend originated in Rhode Island. 
It provided that ‘very saloon keeper who 
shal] cel] more than one gallon of liquor to 
a@ minor sbal! be fined one dollar and costs,”’ 
The first temperance pledge adopted by a 
New Engiand society was considered very 
strong. Itread: ‘I solemnly swear to ab- 
stain from the use of intoxicating liquors on 
all occasions, except on training days, wed- 
days, banquefs and other great occa- 
sions.” 

To the extreme prohibitionists of the pres- 
ent day these feeble temperance beginning: 
willappear ridiculously izaa¢cquate to the 
emergencies growing out of the liquor evil.

For the six years preceding 
1879, and fer the four years following 188i, up to 
one last, industries were depressed, trade was 
peralyized and businessin general stagnant. But

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SOME OLD HISTORY. 


The Origin of Jackson County, and How it 
Was Carved Up. 
From the Jackson, Ga., Herald, 

In 1812 Jackson was stilla border county, 
and had but few men who could, with any 
degree of propriety, enter the field in this 
second contest with the British lion, and his 
Indian whelps, the Creeks and Cherokees, 
However, with a population of two hundred 
and twenty-seven tax payers, the county fur- 
nished twenty-three recruits,who joined Gen- 
eral Jackson’s’army ata point just below the 
present city of Chattancoga The name and 
deeds of some of those soldiers in the war of 
1812 will be the theme of furture papers. 

[§ may not be generally known that there 
have been two Walton counties in Georgia. 
The first one, organized in 1803, was princi- 
pally composed of what is now Rabun, Union 
and Fennin counties. Atthe time this terri- 
tory was claimed by North Carolina, and so 
much trouble arose out of the claim that the 
original county of Walton perished by imper- 
ceptible degrees through various acts of the 
legislature—though Georgia finally established 
her rightful claim to all that part of the state 
lying south of the 35th degree of north lati- 
tude; but not until 1819 by a treaty made at 
Washington the same year that Rabun was 
organized. 

After the addition of the Wofford settlement 
to Jackson six years passe! before the pruning 
knife was again applied to her boundaries. 
But the first Walton county being lost, and 
thore grand old patriots, ‘‘eorge Walton and 
Surton Gwinnett and Lyman Hall—as true 
men as the world ever saw—being yet without 
namesakes in the state, and Jackson county 
being the best material out of which to erect 
a monument perpetuating their mremory 
through all coming time, three deep cuts were 
made, forming, to a large extent, our three 
charming sisters, Walton, Gwinnett and Hall 
counties, 

The act making these new divisions of the 
state was signed by Governor labun on the 
19th day of December, Il, enacting ‘That 
allthat part of Jackson county which lies 
southeast and southwest of a line to commence 
on the Appalachee river, where the dividing 
line between the counties of Walton and 
Gwinnett strikes the same, and continuing 
the course of said line until the same strikes 
the Hcg mountain road; thence down the 
same to the southern line of said coun- 
ty, thence along the same to the 
Appalachee river, shall be added to and make 
a part of Walton county; and all that part of 
seid county which lies above the above do- 
scribed line, and thence along the road 
which passes Thompson’s mill tothe Mul- 
berry fork of Oconee river; thence a direct 
line tothe corner of Gwinnett county on the 
top of the Chattahoochee ridge, shall be added 
to and become a part of Gwinnett county; and 
all that part of Jackson county which lies 
northwest of of a line to begin at the house of 
William Clements and running parallel with 
a line commonly called Iiawkins’ line, to the 
present line of Franklin county, to be added 
to and become a part of the county of Hall.”

Old Times in Colquitt--Trappivg Weives in 
Cherokee, Georgia, 
Moultrie Cor. Albany, Ga., Medium, 

Sixty years ago Mr. John Gregory, father 
of Mr. R. B. F. Gregory, lived on the county 
line road thirty-five miles from Albany. His 
nearest neighbor resided at Pindertown. His 
name was Parker. He lrved and died a 
bachelor and amassed considerable wealth. 
Mr. R. B. F. Gregory, when young, hunted 
with the Indians, and says they were warm 
wn their friendship, but revengeful when 
wronged. When cheated or otherwise 
wronged by a white man, if the individual 
eould not be reached, some other white man 
was made to siffer in his place. He says 
wolves abounded, and related many hair- 
breadth escapes-of old settlers from them. 
Men carried their guns with them on all occa- 
Bi0LS. There were no churches no 
schools, no courts and no law, only 
such as the settlers made for themselves. The 
nearest trading point was Tallahassee, Flori- 
da, and at——- Bluff on the Ocmulgeée river. 
Men would frequently kill squirrels, take off 
the hides, sew them over their feet and use 
them forshoes. it was interesting to listen to 
the old pioneers of that prosperous county re- 
lating their experience of more than sixty 
years ago.

in tearing down the plastering of the court- 
houee jast Monday an old moth-eaten paper 
was found containing the election returns for 
the lower ninth district, the election being 
bhe!d on the third of January, 1548. There wese 
only two ninth districts then known as upper 
and lower ninth districts. The precinct for the 
lower ninth was at David [Franklin’s, the 
courtground being known in those days as 
Hook. The candidates voted for 
were W. oR. Faver, sheriff, fi fty- 
two votes; William Fletcher, clerk 
superior court, 44; for clerk of the inferior 
court, Adam Ragland, 21, Lee Dark, 39, —— 
Elliot, 22; for tax receiver, Thomas Y. Gill, 
24, Charles R. Greene, 33; for tax collector, G. 
W. Culpepper, 25, James P. Hay, 24, W. P. 
Norris, 14, The managersof the election were 
David Franklin, freeholder, A. H. Watson, 
freeholder, Allen Rowe, justice of the peace. 
Ot the managers, Allen Rowe alone survives, 
living in Carroll county at the ripe age of 
nearly ninety. He was a man of note 
in Meriwether, having represented the county 
in the legislature and was a loading mem- 
ber of the Primitive Baptist church. Sixty- 
five yotes were polled and the list.which we 
may publish even yet includes many names 
of prominent citizens. Another old paper, 
bearing the date of May the 18th, 1832, was 
also found nearly ready to fall to pieces. This 
was a process issued by Abraham B. Ragan 
against an absconding debtor. Abner Dar- 
hsm signs it as justice of the peace and Hugh 
Lockeit, deputy sherifl, levied the attacliment 
and served notice of garnishment on William 
Moore and George Norton. The blank upon 
which the proceedings were written was 
printed by Roes & Slade, ot Macon.

When the red man 
smoked in council with the white settler he 
regarded him 28 a friend and 
brother c¢ver after that. It is but 
seldom that we find the Indian’s oath 
broken, never without provocation. It has 
not been more than seventy-five years since the 
Indians left this vicinity, and on their camp- 
ing ground one can find many interesting relics 
such as broken pottery, bits of ornaments and 
other reminders ot our dusky predecessors. 
Many interesting reminiscenses are related 
by our oldest settlers, that were told them 
while little boys and girls which, were they 
told now to the readersof the Home Journal! 
would not fail to excite the interest of all. Our 
calumet calls many things to our minds but 
for fear of proving tiresome I will not write 
further at present.
